As 
far  as  is  known,  the  sanitary  arrangements  in  connection 
with  these  schools,  and  the  water  supplies  may  be  consi- 
dered satisfactory.  As  a rule  each  school  has  its  own 
medical  attendant,  who  not  only  treats  the  pupils,  but 
advises  the  principals  on  matters  of  hygiene.

SECTION  E. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk  Supply. 

The  importance  of  the  provision  of  a clean  milk  sup- 
ply in  the  United  Districts  continued  to  be  recognized 
and  steps  were  taken  to  ensure  that  the  milk  supplied  to 
the  inhabitants  was  of  a reasonable  standard  of  cleanli- 
ness. To  this  end  numerous  visits  were  paid  to  the  dairies 
and  cowsheds  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  reports  are 
made  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspectors  in  the  separate  Dis- 
trict Reports,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  various 
works  of  improvement  at  the  dairies  and  cowsheds  were  car- 
ried out  during  the  year. 

In  1948  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  collected  230  samples 
of  milk  from  the  farms  and  dairies  in  the  United  Districts 
and  these  were  dispatched  to  the  County  Laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination,  and  were  of  the  following 
grades:  - 

90  samples  of  "Tuberculin  Tested"  milk. 

62  " " "Accredited"  milk. 

53  " " "Pasteurized"  milk. 

25  " " Ungraded  milk. 

Seventeen  samples  were  also  collected  and  sent  to  the  Lab- 
oratory for  examination  for  tubercle  bacilli.  The  results 
of  these  examinations  are  shown  in  the  separate  reports. 

The  numbers  of  licensed  producers  and  dealers  of  desig- 
nated milk. is  shown  in  the  following  table.  In  addition  to

The  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  Amendment  Regulations,  1948 . 

Ministry  of  Health  Circular  31/48,  dated  19th  March, 
1948,  was  received,  enclosing  Regulations  amending  the 
Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  Regulations,  1940.  The  effect 
of  the  new  Regulations  is  that  from  the  1st  April,  1948,  a 
fee  of  2s.  6d#,  instead  of  a fee  of  Is.  Od.  is  payable  for 
a notification  of  a case  of  Measles  or  Whooping  Cough,  met 
with  in  private  practice,  sent  by  a practitioner  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  Section  144  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  as  applied  to  these  two  diseases  by  the 
Regulations  of  1940, 

Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases  : Ministry  of  Health 

Circular  140/48“] 

The  above  Circular,  dated  10th  August,  1948,  was  re- 
ceived, This  relates  to  the  Tenth  Schedule  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946,  whereby  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
are  required  to  send  to  the  County  Council,  as  the  Local 
Health  Authority,  a copy  of  a notification  of  infectious 
disease  within  12  hours  of  its  receipt?  and  v/here  a Local 
Authority  has  paid  a fee  for  a notification  of  infectious 
disease,  of  which  a copy  is  sent  to  the  Local  Health  Auth- 
ority under  the  procedure  mentioned  above,  the  amount  of 
the  fee  v/ill  be  repayable  to  the  Local  Council  by  that 
Authority. 

Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  1938  and  1944  ; Ministry  of  Health 

Circular  23748# 

The  above  Circular,  dated  20th  February,  1948,  was  re- 
ceived, enclosing  a copy  of  an  Order  in  Council,  entitled 
"The  Transfer  of  Functions  (Food  and  Drugs)  Order,  1948," 
which  Order  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  March,  1948. 

Among  other  things,  the  Order  provides  that  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  be  joined  in  the  powers  of  making 
regulations  relating  to  Milk  and  Dairies,  and  to  the  use  of 
special  designations  for  raw  milk  when  the  Food  and  Drugs 
(Milk  and  Dairies)  Act,  1944,  comes  into  operation,  etc,, 
etc. 

Milk  (Special  Designations ) (Amendment)  Regulations,  1948: 

^inXstry~Tof  Health  Circular  81/48, 

A Circular,  dated  31st  May,  1948,  was  received,  enclos- 
ing a copy  of  the  above-mentioned  Regulations,  which  came 


into  operation  on  the  1st  June,  1948.  The  Regulations 
provide  for  any  licence  granted  under  the  Regulations  to 
a Local  Authority,  if  not  a Producer’s  Licence,  to  be 
granted  by  the  Minister  of  Food  and  for  the  Minister  of 
Food  to  determine  any  appeal  against  the  Local  Authority's 
decision  to  refuse,  suspend  or  revoke  any  licence  not  be- 
ing a Producer's  Licence,  Where  a Producer's  Licence  was 
concerned  both  these  functions  would  remain  for  the  time 
being  with  the  Minister  of  Health. 

Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Order, 1944. 

A letter  dated  30th  September,  1948,  was  received 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health  stating  that,  owing  to  certain 
difficulties,  it  had  been  decided,  in  consultation  with 
the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  and  the  Minister 
of  Food,  that  it  would  not  be  practicable  to  bring  the 
above-mentioned  Act  into  operation  this  year.  In  the 
meantime.  Local  Authorities  were  requested  to  mate  any 
necessary  arrangements  for  the  renewal  of  licences  under 
the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations  for  the  year 
1949,  and  for  the  continued  execution  of  any  other  of 
their  duties  in  relation  to  the  production  of  milk.

Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for 
1948,  and  acknowledge  the  great  assistance  of  Miss  Phillips 
in  its  preparation;  and  the  good  services  of  Mr.  Blundell 
and  his  staff  in  the  sanitary  supervision  of  the  district, 
which  provides  much  of  the  material  within  the  report. 

The  Rural  District  presents  a great  variety  of  environ- 
mental circumstances  and  sanitary  problems  which  go  with 
them;  refuse  collection  and  sewage  disposal  put  heavy 
weight  on  the  Sanitary  Inspectors*  Department. 

The  Council  have  wisely  appointed  an  additional  member 
to  Mr.  Blundell *s  staff  to  assist  him  to  carry  the  weight  of 
these  duties,  and  it  is  hoped  that  you  and  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  on  whom  we  depend  so  much  for  the  necessary  approvals 
and  loans,  will  receive  favourably  the  proposals  on  sewage 
disposals  schemes  which  Mr.  Blundell  is  preparing  at  the 
present  time. 

It  may  prove  to  be  more  economical  to  sewer  several  of 
the  villages  in  the  district  than  to  continue  the  cesspool 
emptying  and  pail  closet  content  collection  in  those  areas, 
besides  giving  the  possibility  of  raising  the  general  stand- 
ard of  housing  and  personal  hygiene  in  these  places, 

Mr.  A.  Childs,  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National 
Service  Employment  Exchange  in  Canterbury,  has  been  very 
helpful  with  information  on  the  background  to  the  social 
circumstances  of  the  area,  A great  variety  of  industries 
are  at  present  in  the  District  and  in  the  City  within  its 
midst . 


Agriculture  and  Mining  are  the  most  prominent,  but  in 
addition  there  are:-* 
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Haulage  and  Transport; 

Motor  and  Vehicle  Building  and  Repairs; 

Engineering; 

Food  and  Drink  Manufacturers; 

Leather  and  Leather  Goods  Manufacturers; 

Paper  Making  and  Printing;

Laundry,  Dry  Cleaning  and  Dyeing; 

Timber; 

Iron  Foundry  and  Sheet  Metal  Works; 

Distributive  Trades  (Wholesale  and  Retail); 

Building; 

Local  Authorities  (including  Hospitals  and 
Education);  etc. 

In  the  last  group  must  be  included  St.  Augustine1 s 
Hospital  at  Chartham,  which  is  a population  unit  within 
itself. 

These  industries  employ  approximately  12,000  people 
over  18  years  of  age:  9,000  men  and  3,000  women, 

The  employment  position  in  the  area  has  not  varied 
to  any  large  extent  during  the  year  and  has  followed  the 
trend  of  past  years  in  that  the  number  of  persons  unem- 
ployed falls  to  a low  level  in  the  summer  months,  approx 
imately  April  to  October,  and  increases  after  October, 
reaching  its  highest  point  in  the  months  of  December, 
January  and  February,  The  majority  of  women  unemployed 
in  the  winter  months  are  from  agricultural  work  - most 
of  them  married  women;  due  to  domestic  reasons,  mainly 
that  of  having  children  of  under  or  of  school  age,  they 
are  not  available  for  alternative  employment  during  the 
off  season  period. 

The  following  statement  gives  the  number  of  unem- 
ployed men  and  women  at  July,  1948  and  January,  1949,  as 
these  months  show  the  comparison  betv/een  the  middle  of 
the  Summer  and  Winter  periods.-

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We  have  not  yet  overcome  the  problem  of  housing  the 
young  recently  married  couple s,  and  there  are  still  many 
"young  marrieds”  fighting  to  preserve  their  happiness 
within  the  homes  of  their  in-laws. 

The  infectious  disease  incidence  for  1948  showed'  a 
marked  fall,  due  to  the  fact  that  it  was  a low  year  for 
Measles  in  the  Rural  District,  It  is  good  to  be  able  to 
report  that  Scarlet  Fever  also  showed  a fall  in  incidence 
and  was  limited  to  cases  in  the  pre-school  and  school  ages. 
There  was  a slight  fall  in  Tuberculosis  with  fewer  female 
cases. 

There  was  also  a fall  in  the  number  of  deaths  regis- 
tered of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  and  on  that  happy 
note  I will  refer  you  to  the  rest  of  the  Report , and  hope 
to  remain,

LOCAL  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 
AS  PROVIDED- BY  THE  KENT  COUNTY  COUNCIL, 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

A pathological  service  is  provided  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board,  centred  on  the  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospi- 
tal, and  also  by  the  County  Laboratory  at  Maidstone;  the 
latter  covers  public  health  laboratory  services  as  well 
as  pathological  examinations. 

Supplies  of  calf  lymph  for  smallpox  vaccination  and 
antigens  for  diphtheria  immunization  are  obtainable  through 
the  County  Laboratory,  Maidstone,  on  application  for  same 
being  made  on  the  standard  form. 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

During  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  the  position 
with  regard  to  the  ambulance  facilities  operating  in  the 
Rural  District  remained  unchanged. 

Since  the  5th  July,  1948,  however,  a combined  Kent 
County  Council  and  Canterbury  City  Council  Ambulance  Ser- 
vice is  provided  in  the  Bridge-Blean  and  Canterbury  area; 
and  other  than  in  cases  of  accident  or  emergency,  an  ambu- 
lance is  only  provided  on  the  recommendation  of  a Doctor, 
Midwife,  Hospital  or  District  Officer. 

To  facilitate  the  call  out  of  ambulances  in  cases  of 
accident  or  emergency,  arrangements  have  been  made  with 
the  Post  Office  Authorities  for  such  calls  to  be  passed 
through  the  Fire  Service  to  the  appropriate  Ambulance 
Depot. 

Five  ambulances  and  one  sitting-case  car  are  provided 
by  the  joint  Service,  centred  on  Barton  Court  Temporary 
Ambulance  Station,  telephone  - Canterbury  2515* 

The ^Ambu lane e Service  is  supplemented  by  the  Hospital 
Car  Service,  which  provides  sitting-case  cars,  as  the 
Agents  of  the  Ambulance  Authorities..

Kent  Water  Supply  Survey. 

The  receipt  of  a letter  from  the  Ministry  of  Health 
was  reported,  dated  4th  August,  1948,  and  enclosing  a Sum- 
mary of  a Report  upon  Water  Supplies  in  the  County  of  Kent, 
by  one  of  the  Minister* s Engineering  Inspectors.  The 
Council* s comments  on  the  proposals  contained  therein  were 
requested. 
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In  this  connection  a letter  dated  5th  October,  1948, 
was  received  from  the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District  Council, 
inviting  the  Rural  District  Council  to  attend  a meeting 
at  Herne  Bay,  of  representatives  of  the  Canterbury  City 
Council  and  the  Herne  Bay  and  Whitstable  Urban  District 
Councils,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  proposals 
contained  In  the  above  mentioned  Report  received  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

At  this  meeting  the  attention  of  the  Urban  Districts 
was  called  to  the  situation  in  the  Rural  Districts;  and 
while  no  decision  was  reached  at  this  meeting,  it  was 
considered  that  a useful  function  was  served,  at  the  least, 
in  having  the  Urban  Districts  accept  a neighbourly  res- 
ponsibility towards  the  Rural  Districts . 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  are  two  sewerage  schemes  in  operation,  one  for 
the  Parish  of  Harbledown  and  one  for  the  village  of 
Hersden,  situated  in  the  Parish  $£  Wes  there.  In  the  re- 
mainder of  the  District  sewage  is  disposed  of  by  means  of 
privies,  pail  closets  and  W.C.'s  draining  into  cesspools. 

The  Harbledown  beds  worked  satisfactorily,  but  the 
Hersden  system  was  still  unsatisfactory,  the  sewage  en- 
tering the  river  in  practically  a crude  state. 

The  work  for  the  sewerage  of  parts  of  Sturry,  Broad 
Oak  and  Westbere  was  commenced  towards  the  end  of  the 
year,  when  three  main  drainage  schemes  were  put  into 
operation,  viz:- 

(1)  Harbledown: - Serving  Lower  Harbledown 

and  Rough  Common. 

(2)  Hersden: - Serving  the  mining  village 

of  Hersden. 

(3)  Chart  ham:  - Serving  the  Council’s  new 

Estate  of  90  houses. 

Upper  Harbledown. 

This  scheme,  prepared  by  Messrs.  D.  Balfour  & 

Sons,  Consulting  Engineers,  for  the  sewerage  of  part 
of  Upper  Harbledown,  was  approved  by  the  Minister  of 
Health  during  1948. 
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Wa  ltham . 

The  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Health  to  put  into 
operation  the  tentative  scheme,  prepared  by  the  Building 
Surveyor’s  Department,  to  drain  the  Council’s  new  houses, 
and  also  to  include  existing  houses  in  the  village,  was 
still  awaited  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Adisham. 

A main  drainage  scheme  was  prepared  during  the  year 
for  the  village  of  Adisham,  which  should  remove  the  danger 
of  contamination,  from  the  Adisham  area,  to  the  Wingham 
well  of  the  Margate  Corporation' s water  supply.  As  the 
underground  flow  is  from  Adisham  towards  Wingham,  there 
has  always  been  a danger  of  contamination  from  the  cess** 
pools  in  that  area.  This  scheme  was  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  at  the  beginning  of  1949. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  Open  Ditch  at  Upstreet  was  cleaned  out  several 
times  during  the  year  and  no  complaints  of  nuisance  were 
received.

Public  Cleansing. 

The  Council  has  its  own.  mechanical  scavenging  scheme, 
which  came  into  operation  in  1929,  with  the  purchase  of 
two  lorries  for  that  year.  During  the  intervening  years 
the  scheme  expanded  and  grew  considerably  under  the  con- 
trol and  supervision  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector. 

At  the  present  time  seven  cesspool  emptiers,  four  refuse 
vehicles,  one  salvage  van  and  four  general  purpose  vehicles 
are  owned  and  used  by  the  Council,  who  employ  twenty-nine 
men  for  the  successful  operation  of  the  scheme. 
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Controlled  tipping  is  carried  out  as  far  as  possible 
on  tlie  various  tips  owned  and  used  by  the  Council:  sixty- 
seven  acres  of  land  in  Oldridge  Wood  is  used  for  the  dis- 
posal of  all  types  of  refuse#

Shops  and  Offices# 

During  the  year  routine  visits  were  made  to  shops  and 
offices  and  the  conditions  found  were  generally  satisfac- 
tory.

As  a precautionary  measure  the  Marshes  at  Westbere 
were  sprayed  with  insecticide,  and  various  ponds  and  open 
waters  in  the  Rural  District  were  treated  with  oil  to  re- 
tard the  breeding  of  mosquitoes. 
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Rodent  Control# 

Early  in  the  year  consideration  was  given  to  a re- 
port from  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  regarding  the 
employment  of  a Rodent  Operator  for  the  district,  hut 
it  was  decided  to  take  no  action  in  the  matter. 

In  April  a letter  was  read  to  the  Health  Committee 
from  the  Regional  Rodent  Officer,  Ministry  of  Agricul- 
ture and  Fisheries,  drawing  attention  to  a difficult 
rat  infestation  at  the  Chislet  Colliery,  and  expressing 
the  opinion  that  this  was  due  to  Hersden  village  being 
rat  infested,  and  as  the  Rural  District  Council  did 
not  employ  a Rodent  Operator,  it  was  suggested  that  per- 
mission he  given  for  a survey  of  Hersden  village  to  he 
carried  out  on  their  hehalf  hy  the  Rodent  Staff  employed 
hy  a neighbouring  authority,  in  order  to  ascertain  the 
condition  and,  if  necessary,  to  formulate  plans  to  carry 
out  a block  control  treatment  of  the  area.  It  was  de- 
cided to  defer  the  matter  until  the  Senior  Sanitary 
Inspector  had  made  a survey  of  the  village  for  the  pur- 
pose of  ascertaining  to  what  extent  the  area  was  rat 
infested.  His  report  was  submitted  at  the  May  meeting 
and  after  consideration  of  same  it  was  resolved  to  re- 
commend that  the  Divisional  Rodent  Officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  be  informed  that 
the  survey  revealed  that  Hersden  village  was  not  rat 
infested  to  any  degree,  and  the  Committee  therefore  did 
not  consider  that  a block  control  treatment  of  the  area 
was  necessary. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a complaint  of  a large 
rat  infestation  at  Bridge  was  received,  but  as  the 
Council's  Health  Department  were  not  in  a position  to 
deal  with  the  clearance  of  the  rats,  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  had  agreed  to  undertake  the 
necessary  work  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £13. 

In  December  a complaint  was  received  from  Chartham, 
of  rats  from  the  Council's  tip  infesting  corn  stacks, 
with  a request  for  immediate  steps  to  be  taken  to  deal 
with  same.  The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  reported  that 
on  investigation  it  was  found  that  there  was  a large 
infestation  in  the  stacks,  which  were  not  protected  with 
wire  netting,  but  no  trace  could  be  found  of  any  tracks 
leading  from  the  Council's  tip;  however,  gassings  were 
carried  out  at  the  tip  and  poison  was  laid,  and  further 
gassings  would  be  carried  out  from  time  to  time. 
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Rat  infestation  continues  to  cause  concern  throughout 
the  Rural  District  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future 
some  re-arrangement  of  duties  in  the  Health  Department  will 
result  in  the  appointment  of  a Rodent  Operator,  so  that  the 
Council  can  do  more  than  provide  advice,  but  can  carry  out 
baiting,  trapping  and  gassing  in  the  infested  areas. 


Schools » 

There  are  three  Boarding  Schools  in  the  Rural  District, 
with  accommodation  for  approximately  300  pupils;  two  of 
these  schools  also  have  accommodation  for  some  80  day  schol- 
ars •

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

The  question  of  the  construction  of  a new  public 
abattoir  in  the  City  of  Canterbury  to  serve  the  needs  of 
the  District  was  further  discussed  and  considered  during 
the  year.  A deputation  from  the  Council  of  the  City  of 
Canterbury  had  a conference  with  the  Ministry  of  Food,  as 
a result  of  which  it  transpired  that  the  Ministry  were 
anxious  that  the  City  should  erect  a slaughterhouse  which 
could  cater,  not  only  for  Canterbury,  but  for  a consider- 
able surrounding  area,  including  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural 
District.  In  these  circumstances  the  City  Council  decided 
that  the  views  of  the  Local  Authorities  whose  areas  might 
be  catered  for  by  the  proposed  abattoir  should  be  obtained, 
and  they  accordingly  arranged  for  a small  number  of  re- 
presentatives to  take  part  in  a conference  at  Canterbury 
on  the  12th  May,  1948,  at  which  the  whole  position  was 
explained. 


The  new  public  abattoir  was  still  under  consideration 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

With  regard  to  other  foods,  during  the  year  the  Sani- 
tary Inspectors  made  91  visits  to  food  premises,  which  in- 
cluded six  inspections  at  the  14  bakehouses. 

During  1948  a total  of  approximately  3 cwt,  1 qr, 

20  lbs.  of  food  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consump- 
tion.

GENERAL  STATE  OF  HEALTH: 

The  health  of  the  population  of  the  Urban  District 
may  be  considered  to  have  been  satisfactory  during  the 
year.  An  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  notifiable 
infectious  diseases,  i.e.-*  Measles,  Chickenpox,  Whooping 
Cough,  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria,  was  in  the  main  at- 
tributable to  outbreaks  of  these  diseases  in  the  Children^ 
Convalescent  Homes  situated  within  the  Urban  District. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Birth  Rate.-  The  Birth  Rate  per  1,000  of  the 

estimated  population  was  12.50  as 
compared  with  18.23  for  1947;  the 
figure  for  England  and  Wales  as  a 
whole  being  17.9. 

Death  Rate. - For  the  year  1948  the  Death  Rate 

was  12.57  per  1,000  of  the  estim- 
ated population,  as  compared  with 
20.32  for  the  previous  year.  The

NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  ACT,  1946. 


As  and  from  the  5th  July,  1948,  certain  Services, 
for  which  the  Urban  District  Council  had  assumed  control, 
were  transferred,  under  the  above  Act,  to  the  Local 
Health  Authority  - the  Kent  County  Council.  The  Services 
affected  were  - Diphtheria  Immunization  and  Domestic  Help 

HOUSING. 

The  programme  for  the  year  continued  satisfactorily 
and  32  houses  (eight  of  the  two-bedroom  type  and  24  of 
the  three-bedroom  type ) were  completed  by  31st  December. 

The  number  of  outstanding  applications  at  the  end  of 
the  year  totalled  approximately  250. 

The  housing  situation  is  still  a difficult  problem 
and  is  likely  to  be  for  some  time  to  come,  owing  to  the 
number  of  new  applications  which  are  received  from  time 
to  time.

Laboratory  Facilities* 

The  arrangements  described  in  the  previous  report 
continued  without  change  during  the  year  under  review* 


Ambulance  Facilities* 

As  from  5th  July,  1948,  the  Kent  County  Council  is 
the  responsible  Authority  for  the  provision  of  an  Ambu- 
lance Service  throughout  the  County,  and  in  this  connec- 
tion the  arrangements  for  the  Urban  District  are  as  fol- 
lows : - 


(a)  Infectious  Cases* 

An  ambulance  stationed  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  at 
Haine  is  used  for  the  removal  of  cases  of  Infectious 
disease  occurring  in  the  Urban  District* 

(b)  Non- Inf ect ious  Cases . 

The  British  Red  Cross  Society  act  as  agents  for  the 
County  Council  in  the  removal  of  non-inf ectious  cases, 
two  ambulances  being  available  for  the  purpose;  neigh- 
bouring Ambulance  Stations  are  situated  at  Margate, 
Ramsgate  and  Sandwich. 


Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  was  carried  out  during  the 
first  six  months  of  the  year  by  the  Broadstairs  and  St. 
Peter* s Nursing  Association,  which  was  affiliated  to  the 
Kent  County  Nursing  Association. 

Since  the  5th  July,  1948,  however,  the  Home  Nursing 
Service  is  provided  free  by  the  County  Council.  Apart 
from  cases  of  emergency  and  accident,  patients  can  only 
be  attended  when  the  nurse  has  been  requested  to  do  so  by 
a doctor.  The  Home  Murs®8  appointed  for  the  Urban  Dist- 
rict are  as  follows

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Domestic  Help  Service* 

This  Service  continued  to  operate  during  the  first 
six  months  of  the  year  under  the  supervision  of  the  Medi- 
cal  Officer  of  Health.  On  the  5th  July,  however,  all  re- 
cords and  correspondence  in  connection  with  the  scheme 
were  handed  over  to  the  County  Council,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

Since  that  date  the  Service  for  this  area  was  combined 
with  that  of  the  Margate  area,  and  operates  from  a Margate 
Office  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Supervisor  of 
Domestic  and  Home  Helps  for  the  combined  area. 


Health  Visitor  and  School  lurse. 

The  Health  Visiting  and  School  Nursing  Services  are 
operated  by  the  County  Council  and  are  still  carried  out 
by  Nurse  E.  Brammer.

Water. 

The  supply  of  water  is  obtained  from  a well  in  the 
chalk  170  feet  deep*  situated  at  Rumfields  on  the  western 
side  of  the  District , and  from  an  adit  which  stretches  in 
a north-westerly  direction  for  a distance  of  about  a mile. 
The  local  supply  is  supplemented  by  water  obtained  from 
the  Works  of  the  Margate  Corporation,  situated  at  Wingham, 
some  twelve  miles  away. 

During  the  year  there  was  no  change  in  the  water  sup- 
ply, which  was  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

The  wPe-TOutitw  softening  system  continued  to  be  em- 
ployed to  modify  the  excessive  natural  hardness  (23°)  of 
the  water.  The  water  had  no  plumbo- solvent  action. 

Examination  of  later  Samples. 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  carried  out  at  the 
County  laboratory,  Maidstone,  at  fortnightly  intervals; 
and  chemical  analyses  were  carried  out  every  two  months  at 
the  South  Eastern  Laboratory,  Canterbury. 

During  1948  the  following  samples  of  water  were  col- 
lected and  sent  to  the  Laboratories  by  the  Chief  Sanitary

Complaints  were,  however,  received  from  various 
tenants  on  one  of  the  Council* s Housing  Estates,  of  the 
excessive  amount  of  grit  and  dust  emitted  from  one  fac- 
tory chimney;  the  cause  of  the  nuisance  was  stated  to 
be  due  to  the  use  of  an  allocation  of  low  grade  dusty 
coal,  but  no  further  complaints  were  received  when  the 
stocks  of  this  fuel  were  exhausted  and  the  firm  received 
a new  allocation  of  better  coal.

Camping  Sites. 

There  were  no  regular  camping  sites  in  use  during 
the  year.  On  two  occasions  camps  were  set  up  on  land 
opposite  Joss  Bay,  in  the  first  instance  four  persons 
and  in  the  second  instance  seven  persons.  The  people  con 
cerned  were  warned  that  they  were  infringing  the  provi- 
sions of  a Local  Act  in  doing  so  without  permission;  in 
each  case  they  moved  from  the  site  with  twenty-four  hours 
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Swimming  Baths  and.  Pools. 

There  are  six  swimming  pools  used  in  connection  with 
Private  Schools  in  the  District;  one  private  swimming 
pool  at  Dumpton;  and  one  public  swimming  pool  at  the 
Grand  Hotel,  which  was  not  in  use  during  the  year.  The 
water  for  these  pools  is  taken,  by  arrangement  with  the 
Water  Engineer,  from  the  town  mains. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

During  the  year  two  premises  were  disinfested,  one 
with  liquid  insecticide,  and  one  by  D.D.T.  vapour;  the 
results  in  each  case  were  satisfactory.  Bo  Council  house 
infestations  were  found  during  the  year. 


Destruction  of  Rats  and  Mice. 

In  March,  1948,  the  Local  Authority  accepted  the  con- 
ditions set  out  in  Local  Authority  Circular  H.S.  So, 19  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  compliance  with 
which  qualified  the  Local  Authority  for  a 50$  grant  in  re- 
spect of  expenditure  incurred  by  work  of  Rodent  Destruction. 

The  energetic  work  carried  out  by  this  Authority  in 
previous  years  continued  along  the  latest  scientific  lines 
recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 
Free  treatment  is  given  to  private  dwelling-houses  (except 
in  cases  of  obvious  neglect) , and  business  premises  are 
charged  according  to  the  extent  of  the  infestation  and  the 
time  spent  on  it.  This  service  is  widely  known  in  the 
district,  and  full  advantage  is  taken  of  it  by  householders. 

Treatment  is  carried  out  on  property  adjoining  that 
from  which  the  original  complaint  was  made,  and  in  this 
way  the  spread  of  infestations  is  quickly  halted.

Owing  to  the  "Points"  Scheme,  traders  required  sepa- 
rate surrender  notes  for  each  brand  of  goods  surrendered, 
and  424  surrender  notes  were  issued  during  the  year. 


Ice  Cream.-  Sixty-eight  visits  were  made  to  ice-cream 

premises  during  the  year  and  27  samples 
we re  submitted  to  the  County  Laboratory  for  examination  by 
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the  Methylene  Blue  Test.  A high  standard  of  hygiene  was 
maintained  at  all  establishments  where  ice  cream  was  manu- 
factured or  sold,  and  the  manufacturers  are  constantly  en- 
deavouring to  improve  this  standard  by  the  use  of  the 
newest  machines  in  the  trade,  and  by  the  education  of 
their  personnel.

SECTION  F. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES. 


There  was  no  change  during  the  year  in  the  infectious 
diseases  compulsorily  notifiable  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

The  total  number  of  notifications  received  during  the 
year  was  676  as  compared  with  346  in  the  previous  year. 
However,  five  Children* s Convalescent  Homes  were  respons- 
ible for  267  of  the  cases,  made  up  of  all  the  Diphtheria 
cases,  10  of  Scarlet  Fever,  56  Measles,  21  Whooping  Cough 
and  169  Chickenpox.  Then  three  Boarding  Schools  were  af- 
fected, there  being  38  Measles  cases  amongst  them;  and 
one  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  at  a Nursery  Home.  Ten  other 
cases  of  infectious  disease  were  visitors,  who  were  ill  on 
arrival  in  the  town.  The  actual  number  of  notifiable  in- 
fectious diseases  affecting  |he  private  residents  of  the 
town  was  360,  (192  of  these  being  due  to  a small  Measles 
outbreak),  77  Whooping  Cough  and  59  Chickenpox.

It  has  not  been  possible  to  obtain  an  accurate 
figure  of  the  number  of  resident  children  in  the  Urban 
District  who  have  been  immunized  against  Diphtheria,  as 
a large  percentage  of  the  school  children  attend  schools 
in  the  neighbouring  towns  and  received  immunization  at 
these  schools,  and  so  are  not  included  in  the  Broadstairs 
and  St.  Peter »s  figures;  but  it  has  been  calculated  that 
approximately  70%  of  the  total  number  of  children  attend- 
ing schools  in  the  Urban  District,  plus  those  under  school 
age,  had  been  immunized  before  31st  December,  1948. 

It  was  also  ascertained  th^t  almost  100%  of  the 
children  in  the  Boarding  Schools  and  Convalescent  Homes 
had  received  immunization  against  Diphtheria  before  ar- 
rival in  the  Urban  District.

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  sixth  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  Herne  Bay,  with  which  is  included  the 
Report  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector, 

The  /Report  is  a very  satisfactory  one  and  shows  that 
there  has  been  little  or  no  change  in  the  Health  Services 
as  a result  of  the  National  Health  Act,  and  in  this  con- 
nection it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  Herne  Bay 
Division  of  the  St,  Johnfs  Ambulance  Brigade  have  been 
able  to  continue  its  work  acting  on  behalf  of  the  Kent 
County  Council, 

The  Vital  Statistics  show  a decrease  in  the  birth 
rate,  but  the  infant  mortality  rate  of  only  22,3  per  1,000 
live  births  is  considerably  below  that  for  England  and 
Wales  as  a whole. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  and  no 
deaths  from  any  of  the  common  infectious  diseases,  and  at 
no  time  was  any  disease  prevalent  in  epidemic  proportion. 

Housing  still  remains  a most  urgent  problem  and  al- 
though the  number  of  applicants  for  housing  shows  a slight 
decrease,  it  must  be  realized  that  until  many  more  new 
houses  are  provided  it  will  not  be  possible  to  deal  with 
unfit  property  in  the  Town, 


I thank  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for 
their  unfailing  interest  amj  energy  in  the 'work,  and  also 
my  fellow  officials  for  their  co-operation;  and  in  con- 
clusion should  like  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  support  accorded  to  me  during  the  year.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

All  pathological  and  bacteriological  work  for  the 
Urban  District  is  carried  out  at  the  County  Laboratory, 
County  Hall,  Maidstone,  free  of  charge. 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

In  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946,  the  Kent  County  Council  is  the  responsible  Authority 
for  the  provision  of  an  Ambulance  Service  throughout  the 
County,  and  since  the  5th  July,  1940,  the  following  ar- 
rangements have  operated  in  the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District. - 

( a ) Infectious  Cases. 

The  ambulances  attached  to  the  Isolation  Hospitals  to 
which  patients  are  removed,  serve  the  Urban  District  for 
infectious  cases,  usually  the  Haine  Isolation  Hospital's 
ambulance  or  that  belonging  to  the  City  of  Canterbury  Isol- 
ation Hospital,  However,  should  these  not  be  available  at 
any  time,  and  in  case  of  emei'gency,  the  arrangements  pre- 
viously made  with  the  Whit  stable  and  District  Ambulance 
Committee  still  operate, 

( b ) Non- Infectious  Case s . 

The  following  Ambulance  Stations  serve  the  Urban  Dis- 
trict: - 

St,  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  New  Street,  Herne  Bay; 

K.C.C,  Service  at  Barton  Court,  Longport  Street, 
Canterbury;

Home  Nursing  Service, 

During  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  the  Home  Nurs-

The  Council  own  an  up-to-date  public  mortuary,  com- 
prising a post  mortem  room  with  refrigeration  facilities 
for  four  bodies;  a panelled  chapel  and  viewing  room, 
which  has  independent  access.  An  employee  of  the  Health  Dept, 
acts  as  caretaker,  and  he  keeps  all  records  of  bodies  admit- 
ted and  of  post  mortem  examinations.  He  also  maintains  an 
attractive  garden  at  the  mortuary  entrance. 


SECTION  C.  - SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA, 


Water. 

The  public  water  supply  provided  by  the  Herne  Bay 
Waterworks  Company  is  consistently  pure,  and  frequent 
samples  show  that  it  is  of  excellent  organic  quality  and 
bacteriological  standard. 

This  supply  is  constant  and  abundant  and  is  derived 
from  a deep  well  at  Ford.  It  is  chlorinated  before  dis- 
tribution. The  water  is  exceedingly  hard,  and  is  there- 
fore not  plumbo  solvent,  and  lead  pipes  soon  become  coated 
with  calcium  carbonate. 

Approximately  99%  of  the  population  and  dwellings  in 
the  Urban  District  are  supplied  directly  from  the  v/ater 
mains  of  the  Herne  Bay  Waterworks  Company,  with  water  laid 
to  internal  draw  off  taps;  only  three  dwellings  are  served 
by  standpipes. 

There  was  no  extension  of  the  public  water  supply 
during  1948,  but  preliminary  consideration  was  given  to 
the  possibility  of  extending  the  supply  to  Builockstone, 
Braggs  Lane,  Canterbury  Road,  beyond  the  ,fFox  and  Hounds,  u 
and  to  Hicks  Forstal. 

Scattered  about  the  rural  area  of  the  district  are 
some  83  houses  served  by  wells,  springs,  and  by  conserva- 
tion of  rainwater  from  roofs.  This  supply  is  of  doubtful 
purity  and  is  often  insufficient  during  the  summer  months. 

Examination  of  Water  Samples. 

Public  Supply.-  Samples  of  the  public  water  supply 

were  taken  every  month  and  the  follow- 
ing are  the  particulars  of  the  samples  taken  during  1948, 
with  the  results  of  examinations,-

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Two  of  the  samples  were  of  raw  water  and  ten  were  of 
treated  water. 

Other  than  Public  Supply.-  Nine  samples  of  water 

were  taken  from  wells  and. 

rainwater  tanks  and  sent  to  the  County  Laboratory  for  bac- 
teriological and  chemical  examination;  five  proved  to  be 
satisfactory  and  four  unsatisfactory. 

Pour  houses  previously  served  by  polluted  wells  or 
stored  rainwater  had  a water  supply  laid  on  from  the  exist 
ing  public  water  mains. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  change  nor  extensions  were  made  in  the  drainage 
and  sewerage  scheme  during  the  year,  but  preliminary  dis- 
cussions took  place  between  the  Councils  of  the  Herne  Bay 
and  Whitstable  Urban  Districts,  with  a view  to  the  possi- 
bility of  adopting  a joint  system  of  sewage  disposal. 

Five  dwellings  at  Busheyf ields,  which  had  previously 
been  served  by  pail  closets,  were  provided  with  cesspool 
drainage;  Waterworks  Cottage  at  Ford  was  also  provided 
with  cesspool  drainage  to  replace  a pail  closet;  and  Pear 
Tree  Farm  House,  Herne,  was  connected  to  the  sewer, 

A privately  owned  sewer  serving  Nos.  1-7,  Hazelwood 
Terrace,  was  completely  reconstructed;  the  work  being 
carried  out  by  the  Council  and  the  cost  recovered  propor- 
tionately from  the  various  owners. 

The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  during  the 
year,  at  19  dwellings  the  drainage  systems  were  reconstruc 
ted  or  repaired;  and  complaints  of  choked  drains  were 
dealt  with  at  44  premises. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 

Eleven  complaints  were  dealt  with  concerning  choked 
ditches,  four  of  which  were  cleansed  and  re-graded  after 
consultation  with  the  owners. 

The  Hampton  Brook  is  a constant  source  of  trouble, 
especially  during  the  summer  months,  as  from  time  to  time 
effluent  is  discharged  into  the  brook  from  the  Gas  Works, 
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but  this  is  promptly  dealt  with  by  the  Gas  Company  when 
they  become  aware  of  it*  The  outlet  to  the  sea  is  some- 
times dammed  by  shingle,  the  stream  then  becomes  stagnant, 
particularly  during  periods  of  warm  weather  and  drought, 
when  it  is  sprayed  for  the  destruction  of  mosquitoes  and 
other  pests. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

At  the  end  of  1948  there  were  115  properties  not 
connected  to  the  public  sewer,  which  v/ere  served  either 
by  pail  closets  or  by  cesspools* 

Several  improvements  were  carried  out  during  the 
year  in^the  sanitary  arrangements  at  public  premises,  and 
the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  as  follows  with  re- 
gard to  these. - 

"There  is  constant  improvement  to  sanitary  arrange- 
ments at  all  types  of  premises,  especially  at  cafes  and 
food  premises, 

f,The  conveniences  at  the  Casino  Cinema  were  com- 
pletely reconstructed  and  re-modelled  as  a condition  of 
renewal  of  the  Cinematograph  Licence  granted  by  the  Coun- 
cil; considerable  improvement  resulted,  and  the  re- 
arrangement also  made  it  possible  to  provide  a staff  room 
with  natural  light  and  ventilation, 

"The  brewers  are  usually  willing  to  co-operate  with 
necessary  improvements  to  their  premises:  at  the  fDolphin 
Hotel T additional  closet  accommodation  and  ablution  faci- 
lities will  greatly  increase  the  comfort  and  convenience 
of  guests;  the  *First  and  Last*  also  received  attention 
which  resulted  in  improved  accommodation  for  men  and  the 
construction  of  a sanitary  annex  for  women  containing 
a water  closet  and  wash-hand  basin, 

"A  local  garage,  which  lacked  closet  accommodation 
and  washing  facilities,  now  has  a water  closet,  wash-hand 
basin  and  hot  water  supply  for  the  use  of  workers  employed 
there. 

"At  two  cafes  closet  accommodation  and  washing  ar- 
rangements for  staff  were  provided, 

"At  places  of  worship  the  need  for  closet  accommoda- 
tion is  frequently  overlooked,  whereas  it  is  most  neces- 
sary, especially  if  the  building  is  used  for  meetings  and 
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social  functions;  this  was  recognized  at  the  Ebenezer 
Gospel  Hall,  at  which  a water  closet  was  constructed. w 

Public  Conveniences . 

These  are  under  the  control  of  the  Public  Health  Com- 
mittee and  the  following  are  ©attracts  from  the  Senior  Sani- 
tary Inspector's  report. - 

vvThe  importance  of  efficient  administration  of  public 
conveniences  cannot  be  over-emphasized,  since  it  is  a 
Council  controlled  service  with  which  so  many  residents 
and  visitors  have  contact. 

n During  the  course  of  a year,  nearly  two- thirds  of  a 
million  persons  paid  for  admission  to  the  Council's  con- 
veniences, and  it  can  be  safely  estimated  that  a further 
half  a million  persons  use  the  urinals,  Which  ar©  frt©. 

t(VSince  the  Public  Health  Committee  took  control  of  all 
Council  owned  public  conveniences  in  1937,  several  improve- 
ments have  been  introduced#  There  are  now  new  sanitary 
towel  machines  in  all  the  main  conveniences,  and  they  are 
much  appreciated  judging  from  the  sales  figures.  At  seven 
of  the  conveniences  there  are  wash  and  brush  up  facilities, 
which  are  much  used  during  the  summer  months;  and  at  two 
of  the  conveniences  there  are  baths. 

tvIn  each  closet  compartment  at  the  ladies*  conveni- 
ences there  is  now  a sanitary  towel  bin,  a glazed,  hygienic 
type  of  bin  with  a hinged  base  for  easy  emptying,  which  is 
a great  improvement  upon  the  former  method  of  placing  a 
dustbin  at  some  convenient  spot  for  general  use. 

^Six  turnstiles  have  been  installed,  two  at  conveni- 
ences -for  men  and  four  at  conveniences  for  worn en. 

nBy  arrangement  with  various  brewers,  conveniences 
attached  to  four  licensed  premises  are  made  available  for 
public  use,  and  the  Council  has  accepted  responsibility 
for  lighting  and  cleansing  them. 

11  At  various  times  there  has  been  much  discussion  and 
a few  view  meetings  concerning  the  construction  of  new 
conveniences  at  different  parts  of  the  town,  including  the 
shopping  centre,  Herne,  Beltinge,  100  Steps,  Bishopstone 
Glen,  Sea  Street;  and  the  building  of  permanent  conveni- 
ences at  Reculver  to  replace  the  existing  temporary  struc- 
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ture  erected  in  1936#  A scheme  produced  by.  the  Surveyor 
for  Herne  was  approved  but  deferred.  It  was  decided  to 
cater  for  the  shopping  centre  by  erecting  conveniences  at 
William  Street  in  conjunction  with  the  car  park  when  it  is 
developed# 

policy  and  a programme  is  much  needed  for  the 
construction  of  new  conveniences  where  necessary  and  the 
reconstruction  and  improvement  of  those  which  are  sub- 
standard, viz:-  at  the  Pier,  Pier  Head,  Tower,  Reculver 
and  the  Cemetery#  With  the  relaxation  of  some  of  the  re- 
strictions upon  building,  I have  approached  brewers  to 
improve  conveniences  at  several  licensed  premises# 

wThe  administration  of  public  conveniences  demands 
a good  deal  of  thought  and  detailed  attention:  it  is  not 
an  odd  duty  of  the  Health  Department  which  can  be  allowed 
to  run  itself,  as  can  be  judged  from  the  fact  that  during 
1948  no  less  than  840  visits  were  made  for  supervision 
and  staffing #H 


Public  Cleansing# 

During  the  year  149  dustbins  were  provided  by  owners 
upon  service  of  informal  notices#  A much  larger  number 
is  needed  when  staff  is  available  to  check  upon  unsuitable 
receptacles  in  use  as  dustbins. 

At  five  dwellings  it  was  necessary  to  serve  statutory 
notices  under  Section  75  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936# 

The  Surveyor  has  not  found  it  possible  to  resume 
refuse  collection  with  pre-war  frequency,  and  a weekly 
collection  is  the  general  arrangement#  Collections  are 
more  frequent  during  the  summer  months  at  hotels,  cafes 
and  restaurants#  Pinal  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  control- 
led tipping  at  Broomfield#

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Smoke  Abatement. 

As  Herne  Bay  is  not  a factory  area,  smoke  nuisances 
are  infrequent,  but  occasionally  arise  from  the  chimney 
stacks  of  bakehouses,  laundries,  and  the  Kent  Education 
Committee's  Canteen,  which  has  been  quite  troublesome. 

The  only  available  practical  remedy  in  such  cases  is  by 
the  use  of  smokeless  fuel,  but  smoke  emission  can  be  much 
reduced  by  skilled  stoking  even  when  potentially  smoky 
bituminous  coal  is  used. 


Shops  and  Offices. 

Mo  action  was  necessary  during  the  year  regarding 
ventilation  and  temperature  at  shops,.  Closet  accommoda- 
tion was  provided  at  various  premises. 

Many  occupiers  of  shops  were  interviewed  and  the 
provisions  of  the  Acts  explained.  Several  contraventions 
were  noted  and  were  quickly  remedied  when  pointed  out  to 
shop-keepers,  who  sometimes  found  difficulty  in  remember- 
ing the  various  closing  hours  which  are  further  complica- 
ted by  Local  Orders  made  by  the  Council  at  the  request  of 
traders . 

For  the  guidance  of  traders  a memorandum  was  pro- 
duced regarding  the  closing  hours,  showing  the  variation 
at  different  times  of  the  year;  one  about  Sunday  Trading 
and  another  with  regard  to  trading  on  the  day  of  the 
v^eekly  half-holiday;  stencilled  copies  of  these  are 
available  free  upon  application  at  the  Public  Health  De- 
partment, and  many  were  handed  to  traders  during  visits 
to  their  premises.  Ihen  any  change  in  closing  hours  is 
about  to  take  place,  a paragraph  is  inserted  in  the  Herne 

Bay  Press. 

Upon  receiving  representations  from  many  interested 
traders,  the  Urban  District  Council  made  the  Herne  Hay 
Urban  District  Council  (Half-Holiday  Suspension)  Order, 
1948,  which  permits  the  sale  of  articles  required  for 
bathing  or  fishing,  photographic  requisites,  toys,  souve- 
nirs, fancy  goods,  books,  stationery,  photographs  and 
postcards  upon  the  weekly  half-holiday  during  the  period 
from  the  third  Sunday  in  May  to  the  third  Sunday  in 
September  in  every  year.  This  Order  is  of  assistance  to 
traders  during  the  holiday  season. 
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One  Office  was  found  to  be  exceedingly  damp*  with 
crumbled  wall  plaster  and  dirty  walls  and  ceiling;  this 
was  repaired  and  cleansed  after  service  of  an  informal 
notice. 


Campinft  Sites, 

Since  1936,  ten  sites  have  been  licensed,  and  since 
the  war  at  five  of  these  camping,  was  resumed.  During 
1948,  despite  the  weather,  which  was  far  from  ideal,  these 
camps  were  busier  than  ever  before,  and  the  number  of'  cam- 
pers surpassed  all  previous  records.  Towards  the  end  of 
August,  an  estimate  based  upon  an  average  of  four  persons 
per  caravan  or  tent  produced  a total  of  approximately 
1,200  campers  at  licensed  sites.  As  a result,  at  two  of 
the  larger  camps,  vis:-  Cliff  Pavilion,  Olenbervie  Drive 
and  Kendall's  Camp,  Beltinge , additional  closet  accommoda- 
tion and  ablution  facilities  are  to  be  provided  for  the 
1949  season.  Improvements  are  also  to  be  made  at  the 
temporary  sanitary  accommodation  at  the  Council* s Camp  at 
Reculver,  at  which  pail  closets  are  to  be  replaced  by 
water  closets  and  better  ablution  arrangements  provided 
for  wcnem. 

The  five  licensed  camps  within  the  Urban  District 
have  a total  maximum  site  capacity  of  nearly  2,000  campers, 
provided  that  sanitary  accommodation  and  ablution  facili- 
ties are  increased  sufficiently. 

In  addition  there  is  an  unlicensed  camp  at  Reculver 
which  can  operate  for  28  days  fin  each  year,  and  at  bther 
times  will  accept  a class  of  camper  specially  exempted  by 
the  Public  Health  Act  from  licensing  requirements.  This 
is  unsatisfactory,  for  camping  takes  place  without  compli- 
ance with  conditions  which  w ould  be  imposed  at  a licensed 
site. 


Then  there  is  the  tented  camp  of  short  duration, 
which  is  generally  set  up  upon  unlicensed  farm  land  by 
various  youth  organizations,  also  exempted  from  licensing 
requirements.  They  are  very  little  trouble,  and  advance 
parties  usually  arrive  to  dig  latrines  and  arrange  for  a 
water  supply.  Such  camps  are  in  the  charge  of  responsible 
persons,  are  usually  conducted  in  an  excellent  manner,  and 
sites  left  in  a clean  and  tidy  condition. 

At  Herne  a special  problem  arose  from  a volunteer 
harvesters’  camp  of  the  Kent  Agricultural  Executive  Com- 
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mittee.  It  is  badly  sited  upon  land  which  falls  away  from 
the  road  and  renders  the  sewer  inaccessible  except  from 
the  edge  of  the  site  nearest  the  road.  In  consequence  of 
this,  pail  closets  were  provided  and  the  contents  emptied 
into  a chamber  connected  by  a short  length  of  drain  to  the 
sewer.  The  most  troublesome  nuisance  was  in  the  disposal 
of ^refuse  water  from  kitchen  sinks.  Various  methods  were 
tried  in  attempts  to  dispose  of  the  refuse  water  upon  the 
land,  ^but  all  failed  as  the  clay  sub-soil  is  no n-<ab sorbent, 
especially  to  refuse  water  of  a greasy  nature.  In  1948 
the  Kent  Agricultural  Executive  Committees  Engineer  agreed 
to  a suggestion  that  the  practical  solution  was  the  con- 
struction of  a cesspool  with  a pump  to  eject  the  contents 
into  the  sewer  to  avoid  frequent  emptying  by  the  Councils 
vehicle.  The  cesspool  was  completed  during  the  summer  and 
the  nuisance  abated.  It  has  since  been  learned  that  the 
Councils  strong  representations  against  this  camp  at  last 
resulted  in  a declared  intention  to  discontinue  it,  and  to 
remove  it  at  the  end  of  the  1949  harvest. 

During  the  year  25  gipsy  caravans  were  "moved  on" 
from  various  sites. 


Baths. 

There  are  no  swimming  baths  nor  bathing  pools  in  the 
town,  but  two  slipper  baths  for  ablution  purposes  were 
provided  at  public  conveniences,  one  for  each  sex,  and 
during  the  year  these  baths  were  used  by  593  women  and  207 
men,  which  amply  justifies  their  installation.  Since  they 
are  sited  at  public  conveniences,  there  are  no  additional 
overhead  expenses  beyond  the  cost  of  heating  water  and  the 
provision  of  soap.  The  scale  of  charges  is  Is.  Od.  per 
person,  including  soap,  with  3d,  extra  if  a towel  is  sup- 
plied. Parents  wishing  to  bath  more  than  one  child  at  a 
time  can  do  so  at  a reduced  charge. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

Number  of  Council  houses  found  to  be

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The  method  employed  for  the  eradication  of  bed  bugs 
at  infested  houses  was  by  treatment  with  a D.D.T.  insecti- 
cide, which  proved  mo3t  effective.  Before  a tenant  occu- 
pies a house  owned  or  controlled  by  the  Council,  all  furni- 
ture is  carefully  examined  at  the  former  residence,  and 
during  the  year  the  effects  of  31  new  tenants  were  so 
examined.  Re-*inspections  were  made  after  disinfestation 
was  completed  to  ensure  that  proper  precautions  were  taken 
to  prevent  re-infestation. 

Disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  Council  on  be- 
half of  private  owners,  and  is  subject  to  a charge  to 
cover  the  cost  of  labour  and  material. 


Insect  Pests. 

Following  a complaint,  many  thousands  of  house  flies 
were  found  hibernating  in  the  roof  space  of  a house  and 
were  destroyed. 

Beetles,  wasps  and  mosquitoes  were  also  destroyed  as 
a result  of  complaints  received. 


Rodent  Infestation. 

The  Urban  District  Council  accepted  delegated  author- 
ity from  the  Kent  County  Council  to  administer  the  Rats 
and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919,  which  provides  that  local 
authorities  responsible  for  its  administration  shall  be 
vested  with  certain  powers  and  responsibilities  for  secur- 
ing the  destruction  of  rats  wherever  they  may  be.  An 
employee  of  the  Health  Department,  who  is  a trained  rodent 
operator,  devotes  50$  of  his  time  to  rat  destruction. 

Complaints  were  dealt  with  at  78  private  dwellings 
and  business  premises,  at  which  644  rats  were  killed  as 
a result  of  treatment  applied.  This  work  entailed  a total 
of  1,965  visits  and  re-visits  to  infested  premises,  and  in 
no  case  was  it  necessary  to  take  statutory  action. 

Since  April,  1948,  the  Council  operates  a free  ser- 
vice to  private  dwellings,  and  this  solved  the  difficult 
problem  of  fixing  the  responsibility  for  an  infestation 
upon  a particular  occupier  so  that  an  account  might  be 
rendered. 
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Rat  destruction  treatment  was  necessary  at  the  Coun- 
cil1 s refuse  tip  at  Broomfield  and  at  the  King1  s Hall. 

At  the  refuse  tip  eight  treatments  were  applied  and  5B1 
rats  destroyed,  whilst  at  the  King's  Hall  three  treatments 
were  applied  and  27  rats  destroyed. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Council  to  keep  undeveloped 
plots  of  land  as  free  from  accumulations  as  possible,  for 
they  constitute  rat  harbourage  and  are  unsightly#  Casual 
labour  is  engaged  for  this  purpose  in  the  spring  and 
autumn,  and  46  plots  of  land  were  dealt  with  during  the 
year. 


Treatment  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out  in  March  and 
Movember  by  a squad  of  three  men  engaged  for  the  purpose 
(one  man  as  a recorder,  and  two  men  to  lift  the  covers 
and  bait  manholes).  In  March  286  of  the  963  manholes  upon 
the  Council1  s sewers  were  test  baited,  and  at  57  manholes 
bait  was  taken#  In  Movember  117  manholes  were  baited, 
and  at  43  of  them  the  bait  was  taken.  Both  treatments 
occupied  a total  period  of  one  month  and  one  day  at  a cost 
of  £65:10:  3d#,  fifty  per  cent  of  which  is  recoverable 
from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  The  total 
estimated  ttkillw  amounted  to  1,021  rats# 

The  sewers  are  divided  into  nine  watertight  sections, 
and  that  greatly  facilitates  their  treatment  for  rat  des- 
truction#  Several  sections  are  now  consistently  found  to 
be  completely  free  from  rats  when  test  baited,  but  the 
sewers  in  the  older  part  of  the  town  are  always  found  to 
be  infested.  This  localising  of  the  infested  sections 
greatly  reduces  the  time  taken  in  sewer  treatment  and  re- 
duces the  cost#  The  November  treatment  was  completed  in 
eight  days,  and  future  maintenance  treatments  should  be 
correspondingly  light. 


Schools . 

There  are  six  Boarding  Schools  in  the  Urban  District, 
with  accommodation  for  some  130  Boarders  and  640  day 
pupils.  In  addition  to  these  are  four  County  Primary 
Schools  and  one  County  Modern  School,  accommodating  approx- 
imately 1,500  children# 

All  the  schools  have  a pure  and  plentiful  water  sup- 
ply laid  on  from  the  mains  of  the  Herne  Bay  Waterworks 
Company.  The  County  Schools  are  also  provided  with  a safe 
milk  supply  which  is  pasteurized  or  tuberculin  tested. 
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Enquiries  were  made  at  the  schools  attended  by  every 
child  notified  as  suffering  from  an  infectious  disease; 
contacts  were  excluded  and  necessary  disinfection  carried 
out. 


In  March  a full  report  was  submitted  upon  the  lack  of 
sanitary  accommodation  and  washing  facilities  at  the  Herne 
Bay  County  Modern  School,  the  Primary  (Junior)  School  and 
the  Infants1  School.  The  five  newly  erected  one-storey 
buildings  are  well  provided  with  sanitary  accommodation 
and  washing  facilities,  but  at  the  old  school  buildings 
the  accommodation  used  by  approximately  700  children  is 
poor,  badly  sited,  and  totally  insufficient  for  that  num- 
ber  of  children.  Washing  facilities  are  as  inadequate  as 
the  sanitary  conveniences,  and  the  majority  of  the  230 
children  who  have  dinner  at  the  school  canteen  each  day 
are  unable  to  v^ash  their  hands.  The  staff  are  as  badly 
served  as  the  children,  for  they  have  no  independent  wash- 
ing  facilities  and,  except  at  the  Infants1  School,  have 
the  sanitary  conveniences  situated  in  the  playground. 
Copies  of  the  report  and  recommendations  were  sent  to  the 
County  Education  Officer  and  the  School  Managers. 

At  Reculver  School,  Hillborough,  the  sanitary  accom- 
modation etc.  is  satisfactory,  but  at  Herne  School  the 
closet  accommodation  and  urinals  are  sited  too  distant 
from  the  school  buildings.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  overcrowding  was  at  Council 
houses;  this,  however,  will  be  relieved  during  1949  when 
the  Council  are  constructing  a number  of  four-bedroom  type 
houses. 

The  overcrowding  relieved  at  privately-owned  dwellings 
was  only  possible  by  the  allocation  of  Council  houses  to 
applicants  who  were  sharing  accommodation# 

There  is  a small  amount  of  under-occupation  of  Council 
houses,  and  this  presents  a difficult  problem  unless  tenants 
will  agree  to  remove  to  smaller  or  shared  accommodation. 

It  really  points  to  the  need  for  special  accommodation  for 
the  aged,  which  the  members  of  the  Housing  Committee  have 
well  in  mind# 

Following  complaints  of  overcrowding  at  a guest  house, 
it  was  found  that  guests,  although  strangers  to  one  another, 
were  required  to  share  beds,  there  being  three  persons  in 
one  bed#  The  proprietor  offered  the  excuse  that,  since  the 
three  persons  concerned  were  known  to  be  of  the  same  reli- 
gion, he  could  see  no  reason  why  they  should  object  to 
occupation  of  the  same  bed. 


Housing  - General. 

The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  as  follows  on 
the  general  housing  position#- 

wThe  repair  or  demolition  of  unfit  houses  is  one  of 
the  most  important  of  the  environmental  health  services  of 
a local  authority.  Houses  capable  of  repair  at  reasonable 
expense  can  be  made  fit  under  Section  9 of  the  Housing  Act, 
1936,  but  individual  unfit  houses  considered  to  be  not  re- 
pairable at  reasonable  expense  are  dealt  with  under  Section 
11  of  the  same  Act . 

wThe  great  fairness  of  Section  11  is  that  it  gives 
the  owner  the  opportunity  of  deciding  whether  to  keep  his 
house  in  existence  by  such  comprehensive  repairs  as  may  be 
necessary  to  meet  the  Council* s approval,  or  to  enter  into 
an  undertaking  to  use  the  dwelling  for  such  purpose,  other 
than  human  habitation,  as  the  Council  may  agree.  When  no 
satisfactory  offer  to  repair  is  submitted  by  the  owner, 
and  there  is  no  undertaking  for  some  alternative  use  of 
the  dwelling,  then,  and  only  then,  is  a Demolition  Order 
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made.  Once  made,  a Demolition  Order  cannot  be  rescinded 
and  the  house  has  to  be  demolished  within  six  weeks,  or 
as  soon  as  it  becomes  vacant. 

w Clearance  Area'  and  Re-development  procedure  under 
the  Housing  Act,  1936,  is  rather  different,  and  is  designed 
to  deal  with  unfit  houses  which  do  not  occur  individually. 
Approximately  160  houses  have  been  listed  as  sub-standard, 
and  when  the  present  acute  housing  shortage  is  relieved, 
Government  policy  will  no  doubt  be  directed  again  to  clear- 
ance of  unfit  and  sub-standard  houses. 

^Inspection  and  Repair  of  Unfit  Houses . 

wThe  inspection  and  repair  of  houses  ia  a major  duty 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  as  can  be  judged  from-  the  fact 
that  1,533  housing  inspections  and  re-inspections ■ were 
made  in  1948.  The  majority  of  houses  inspected  are  re- 
paired after  serving  informal  intimation  notices  upon  the 
owners  or  agents:  341  such  notices  were  served  in  1948, 
and  only  in  respect  of  12  of  the  intimation  notices  served 
was  it  subsequently  found  necessary  to  follow  up  with 
Statutory  Notices  under  Section  9 of  the  Housing  Act,  1936. 

nBy  the  end  of  the  year  125  of  the  houses  previously 
inspected  had  been  made  in  all  respects  fit  for  habitation 
by  the  remedy  of  1,460  defects,  which  included  such  major 
repairs  as  under-pinning  of  walls  to  remedy  settlement, 
insertion  of  damp-proof  courses,  and  treatment  of  dry-rot 

affected  floors.  Three  of  the  houses  in  respect  of  which 
statutory  notices  were  served  were  subsequently  repaired 

by  the  Council  at  a cost  of  £825,  in  default  of  the  owners, 
from  whom,  the  cost  will  be  recovered.  Minor  defects  were 
carried  out  at  87  dwellings.  Eleven  of  the  houses  made 
fit  were  derelict,  and  were  last  occupied  some  years  be- 
fore the  war.  In  addition,  four  ruinous  structures  detri- 
mental to  the  amenities  of  the  neighbourhood  were  removed 
or  repaired. 

w 1 Clydesdale , 1 Beaumont  Street,  represented  in  1947 
under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  as  unfit  and 
not  repairable  at  reasonable  expense,  was  completely  re- 
constructed in  1948. 

w Closure  and  Demolition  of  Unfit  Houses • 

,fMos.  85  and  87,  King1  s Road,  closed  under  Section 
11  of  the  Housing  Act  in  1938,  had  become  dangerous  and 
derelict  and  so  were  demolished. 
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Forge  Cottage,  Hi 11 borough,  and  Hos.113  and  115, 
Beitinge  Road,  were  represented  under  Section  11  of  the 
Housing  Act  as  unfit  and  not  repairable  at  reasonable ' 
expense.  As  no  offers  to  repair,  or  undertakings  for 
alternative  use  were  submitted  by  the  owners,  they  will 
be  demolished.  The  Beitinge  Road  houses  will  be  re-built 
on  the  same  sites ; their  unfitness  is  due  to  widespread 
and  serious  settlement  which  cannot  be  satisfactorily 
remedied  by  underpinning. 

At  Ho. 13,  Park  Road,  exceedingly  damp  basement  rooms 
were  closed  for  human  habitation  by  an  undertaking  under 
Section  12  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936. 

""Requisitioned  Properties. 

•"Since  the  end  of  the  war  the  Council  have  housed  73 
families  in  45  requisitioned  properties. 

ttThe  housing  list  is  now  reduced  to  approximately 
500  applicants  upon  the  'live1  register.  In  December, 

1946,  there  were  some  800  applicants,  and  in  December, 

1947,  there  v/ere  650.  The  progressive  reduction  was 
brought  about  partly  by  the  allocation  to  applicants  of 
houses  owned  or  requisitioned  by  the  Council,  and  partly 
by  applicants  failing  to  re«affim  their  applications  be- 
cause of  removal  from  the  town  or  other  reason.®

The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  staff  made  147 
inspections  of  cowsheds  and  dairies  during  the  year. 

Henfoote  Farm,  Bullockstone , changed  hands  and  the 
new  occupier  was  granted  a licence  by  the  Kent  County 
Council  to  produce  Tuberculin  Tested  milk. 

Only  one  farm  remains  at  which  the  cowshed  and  dairy 
is  sub-standard,  but  because  the  methods  employed  are 
sound,  samples  are  consistently  good.  The  general  stand- 
ard of  buildings  and  hygienic  care  in  milk  production  is 
good,  as  proved  by  the  very  small  number  of  milk  samples 
which  failed  to  satisfy  the  prescribed  tests. 

One  dairy  farm  was  improved  by  the  construction  of  a 
brick  partition  bet ween  the  dairy  and  the  boiler-house  $ 
and  a retail  dairyman  installed  a bottle-washing  machine, 
which  enables  receptacles  to  be  cleansed  at  a much  higher 
temperature  than  is  possible  by  hand  washing. 
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Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936.

Pasteurization  Plants. 

There  is  one  pasteurizing  plant  in  the  Urban  District: 
it  is  a small  plant,  and  consistently  good  sampling  results 
show  that  it  is  efficiently  managed. 

Milk  sold  at  the  Herne  Bay  branch  of  the  Canterbury 
and  District  Co-operative  Society  is  pasteurized  at 
Canterbury,  where  the  Company  have  modern  plant  which  pro- 
duces satisfactory  results. 

A considerable  proportion  of  the  milk  sold  in  the 
Urban  District,  especially  during  the  summer  months,  is 
supplied  by  London  Wholesale  Dairies,  and  is  sent  dally 
from  London  by  railway.  The  milk  is  heat  treated,  and 
generally  conforms  to  the  standard  prescribed  for  pasteur- 
ized milk,  although  not  sold  under  that  designation.

Examination  for  Tubercle  Bacilli. 


Nine  samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  the  presence  of 
tubercle  bacilli  and  all  gave  negative  results. 

Cleanliness  Control  of  Dairy  Utensils. 

Control  tests  were  carried  out  to  check  the  efficiency 
of  the  cleansing  of  dairy  utensils.  Outfits  were  obtained 
from  the  County  Pathologist,  and  the  utensils  to  be  tested 
were  rinsed  with  sterile  water,  which  was  subsequently  ex- 
amined at  the  County  Laboratory. 

During  the  year  15  milk  coolers,  bottles  and  chums 
were  tested,  and  three  of  these  utensils  were  shown  to  have 
been  inefficiently  cleansed.  Most  of  the  results  were  re- 
markably good,  and  some  of  the  utensils  were  found  to  be 
absolutely  sterile . 
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Meat  and  Other  Foods* 

Meat.-  Home  killed  meat  was  obtained  from  an  abattoir 
at  Plumstead  and  it  arrived  in  Herne  Bay  in 
very  good  eondi tion.% 

In  May  a meeting  was  convened  by  the  Canterbury  City 
Council,  to  ascertain  the  suppqrt  which  might  be  expected 
for  a scheme  to  erect  a Public  Abattoir  at  Canterbury  to 
serve  the  districts  of  a number  of  neighbouring  Authori- 
ties.  The  scheme  has  since  been  modified  to  serve  the 
City  of  Canterbury,  the  Urban  Districts  of  Herne  Bay  and 
Hfhitstable,  and  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District.  The 
Herne  Bay  Urban  District  approved  it  in  principle  without 
yet  undertaking  any  financial  commitments,  for  the  scheme 
is  still  at  an  early  stage,  and  a few  years  may  elapse 
before  the  proposed  abattoir  is  completed. 

During  1948  the  only  slaughtering  which  took  place 
in  the  Urban  District  was  an  occasional  pig  at  Blean 
Institution  or  at  local  farms;  six  pigs  were  slaughtered 
at  such  places,  and  the  carcases  and  organs  subsequently 
examined  and  found  fit  for  human  food.  A deer  was  also 
inspected  and  condemned:  it  was  shot  locally  and  kept  a 
few  days  without  being  bled  or  disembowelled,  and  on 
examination  was  found  to  be  in  such  a condition  as  to  be 
unfit  for  human  consumption. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  made  51  visits  to  butchers’ 
premises  and  to  the  local  depot  from  which  meat  is  allo- 
cated, and  complaint  was  again  made  of  the  failure  of  men 
to  Y\rear  protective  headgear  and  overalls  when  loading  and 
unloading  meat:  the  equipment  is  provided,  but  the  men 
often  neglect  to  wear  it. 

Other  Foods.-  The  amount  of  food  surrendered  during 

the  year  as  unfit  from  the  retail 
shops  and  cafes  was  3 tons  10  cwt  19  lbs.;  this  included 
fish,  tinned  meat,  fruit,  vegetables  and  a large  variety 
of  tinned  foods  of  all  kinds. 

During  the  year  223  visits  were  made  to  food  prem- 
ises, confectioners,  bakehouses,  wet  and  fried  fish  shops, 
grocers,  greengrocers,  fruiterers,  cafes  and  catering 
establishments . 

Two  buildings  were  adapted  and  fitted  out  as  modern 
bakehouses.  There  was  continued  co-operation  with  the 
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Ministry  of  Pood,  particularly  with  regard  to  the  licens- 
ing of  catering  establishments,  when  the  opportunity  was 
taken  to  introduce  necessary  hygienic  improvements  as  a 
pre-requisite  to  licensing. 

Complaints  were  received  as  to  paraffin- tainted  food 
sold  at  a local  shop#  The  proprietor  gave  an  immediate 
assurance  that  he  would  make  arrangements  to  avoid  all 
possible  risk  of  contaminating  food  with  paraffin,  and  no 
further  complaints  were  received. 

Semples  of  mussels  were  submitted  to  the  County  Lab- 
oratory for  examination  and  were  reported  upon  to  the  ef- 
fect that  they  had  been  found  to  contain  no  harmful  bac- 
teria. 


Ice  Cream. 

There  were  six  premises  registered  for  the  manufac- 
ture and  sale  of  ice-cream,  and  62  premises  registered 
for  the  sale  only  of  ice-cream. 


The  Sanitary  Inspectors  made  57  inspections  during 
the  year  of  manufacturers*  and  dealers*  premises;  in 
nine  instances  occupiers  were  obliged  to  make  some  provi- 
sions, including  wash-hand  basins,  etc#  to  conform  to  the 
statutory  requirements#  Two  retailers  who  obtained  poor 
quality  ice  cream  from  manufacturers  outside  the  District 
were  persuaded  to  change  their  source  of  supply*  Rinse 
samples  showed,  upon  examination,  that  manufacturing 
utensils  had  been  satisfactorily  cleansed# 


Twenty-six  samples  of  ice-cream  were  collected  and 
dispatched  to  the  County  Laboratory  for  examination,  and 
reports  showing  the  following  results  were  received. -

A number  of  the  Grade  III  and  IV  results  were  on  ice- 
cream from  a local  manufacturer,  who  was  handicapped  by 
the  lack  of  an  efficient  cooling  plant,  which  was  on  order, 
but  delivery  was  long  delayed.  When,  however,  the  plant 
was  installed  the  trouble  cleared  up  and  the  samples  of 
ice-cream  from  this  manufacturer  now  have  a satisfactory 
classification. 
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There  is  no  legal  pathological  standard  for*  ice-cream 
nor  is  there  a legal  standard  controlling  its  composi- 
tlonal  quality.  Compositional  quality  is  ascertained  toy 
submission  of  samples  for  analysis,  and  some  of  the  result 
are  most  revealing.  Ice-cream  manufactured  by  large, 

well-known  companies  is  consistently  good,  but  the  small 
manufacturer  falls  well  below  that  standard. 

During  the  year  31  samples  were  submitted  for  chemi- 
cal analysis,  and  the  results  ranged  from  1,6$  to  11,1$ 
fat,  and  from  12.0$!  to  32.6$  total  solids.

Scarlet  Fever. 

Of  tiie  49  cases  notified  during  the  year,  38  occurred  in 
35  private  families,  four  in  two  Boarding  Schools,  and  seven 
in  two  Children*  s Homes.  It  appeared  probable  that  one  child 
who  was  a visitor  to  the  town,  and  two  children  who  were  ad- 
mitted to  one  of  the  Children* s Homes,  had  already  contracted 
the  disease  before  arrival  in  Herne  Bay.  Seven  of  the 
patients  were  under  school  age,  41  were  school  children,  and 
one  was  a girl  of  15  years,  who  worked  at  a laundry.  Twenty- 
five  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  first  three  months  of  the 
year. 

Whooping  Cough. 

Sixty-six  of  the  76  cases  notified  occurred  in  the  last 
half  of  the  year:  70  were  notified  in  51  private  families 
and  six  in  a Children* s Convalescent  Home,  involving  37 
children  under  school  age,  38  school  children  and  one  adult.

Cerebrospinal  Fever. 

This  patient  was  a child,  of1  2^  years  of  age,  who  was 
admitted  to  the  Haine  Isolation  Hospital  on  the  24tk 
December  and  unfortunately  died  on  the  25th  December. 

The  source  of  infection  could  not  be  traced. 

Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis. 

A notification  was  received  in  respect  of  one  case 
of  this  disease:  a woman  of  29  years  of  age,  who  was  ad-* 
mitted  to  the  Canterbury  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  male  death  from  this  disease,  shown  in  the  list 
of  w Causes  of  Deathu  on  .page  94,  was  a transferable  death, 
of  a Herne  Bay  man  who  contracted  the  disease  and  died 
whilst  staying  in  the  Midlands. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Two  of  the  three  cases  notified  occurred  in  a lursing 
Home  and  were  both  removed  to  Hospital  for  treatment;  the 
other  patient  was  isolated  and  treated  at  home. 

Chickenpox* 

Sixty  cases  of  Chickenpox  were  notified  in  51  private 
families  and  nine  in  three  Children^  Homes,  affecting 
five  adults,  45  school  children  and  19  children  under 
school  age.

The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  he  and  his 

staff  made  118  visits  during  the  year  in  connection  with 
enquiries  made  at  the  homes  of  patients  and  contacts  in  try— 

ing  to  trace  the  sources  of  infection  and  arranging  for  any 

necessary  disinfection  to  be  carried  out,  as  follows: ~
